Even on this subject, he com- 
plained, Congress is inadequate- 
ly Informed.

August, 1964. 

The Gulf of Tonkin resolu- 
tion, requested by^ the Presi- 
dent. was passed by both houses 
of Congress with only two dU- 
seiHing votes. In it. Congress 
gave prior approval to "all 
necessary nleasures" taken by 
the President to repel or pre- 
vent aggression in Southeast!
